NRA TO BE BROKEN UP 
INTO THREE DIVISIONS 


Administrator Will Direct Executive End— 
Other Sections to Handle Labor Dis- 
putes and Fix Policies. 


By the Associated Press. 

HYDE PARK, N. Y., Sept. 11.— 
President Roosevelt and Gen. Hugh 
S. Johnson, NRA administrator, 
agreed today on the principles of an 


immediate reorganization of NRA. 

A night conference at the summer 
White House developed the agree- 
ment for establishment of the NRA 
on the same basis as the Federal 
Government with three separate 
branches—executive, judicial and 
legislative. 

Johnson will continue as head of 
the executive branch and will con- 
tinue the reorganization planning 
with the President. 

The judicial branch will take care 
of labor disputes and also take over 
the duties of the code authorities. 

The legislative agency will be the 


After agreeing on principles for 
the future of NRA pending enact- 
ment of legislation, the President 
and Johnson put aside the mass of 
details for further study. 

The immediate object was to sim- 
plify the machinery and to elimi- 
nate overlapping of functions. 

As for future policies, these re- 
ceived only passing attention in con- 
ferences last night and this morn- 
ing. ‘'Bhe President and Johnson 
will work on that after reorganiz- 
ing existing machinery. 

The over-night talk between the 
two left no doubt that Roose- 
velt is standing by Johnson and ex- 
pects him to carry on in re-estab- 
lishing NRA on a working basis for 
the days to come. 

Johnson spent the night at the 
Roosevelt home and departed today

$100,000,000 FUND GRANTED 
BY RFC FOR CORN LOANS 


55 Cents a Bushel to be Allowed on 
Grain Stored and Sealed 
on Farms. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.— The 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
today announced a commitment of 
$100,000,000 to the Commodity Credit 
Corporation for loans of 55 cents a 
bushel on ear corn stored and sealed 
on farms. 

The commitment was announced 
by Jesse H. Jones, chairman of the 
RFC. He said th eloans would be 
made on “ear corn stored and sealed 
on the farm pursuant to state law 
in the States of Colorado, Illinois, 
Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Minnesota, 
Missouri, Nebraska, Ohio and South 
Dakota.” 

“Loans will be made,” he an- 
nounced, “upon corn of any crop 
year which when shelled would 
grode No. 4 or better. Producers 
whose present Government loans 
are outstanding may obtain loans

DEMOCRATS WIN 
GUVERNORSHIP IN 
MAINE BY 33,000 


They Also Elect Two Con- 
gressmen — Republicans 
Get One Senator and 


One Congressman. 


By the Associated Press. 

PORTLAND, Me., Sept. 11.—The 
election of a Democratic Governor 
and two Democratic congressmen 
apparently was Maine’s answer toa 
Republican appeal for repudiation 
of New Deal policies. 

A United States Senator and one 


congressman appeared to be the 
only offices held by the Republicans 
in yesterday’s election in this once 
rock-ribbed Republican State. 

The birthplace of prohibition, 
Maine voted to repeal state prohi- 
bition amendment by an _  over- 
whelming majority. The vote from 
429 of precincts was 98,442 to 56,- 
883 for repeal. 

Gov. Louis J. Brann, Democratic 
leader for whose defeat Repub- 
licans called as an expression of 
disapproval of the New Deal, was 
‘re-elected over Alfred K.. Ames 
(Rep.) by more than 30,000. 

Returns from 605 precincts out of 
631 in the State gave Brann 164,690, 
'Ames 131,016. 

Senator Hale’s Lead Small. 

United States Senator Frederick 
Hale, Republican veteran of 18 
years in the Senate, held a slender 
lead over F. Harold Dubord (Dem.), 
in contrast to the sweeping victories 
he has won in past years. 

Returns from 621 precincts gave 
Hale 138,489, Dubord 137,658. 

Congressman Carroll L. Beedy, 
Republican spearhead of the attack 
on the Roosevelt administration, 
lost in a contest with Simon Yam- 
lin, South Portland school teacher- 
farmer. Complete returns from 145 
precincts in the first district gave 
Hamlin 48,156, Beedy 46,518. 

Benefiting by the Brann appeal 
in the Second Congressional Dis- 
trict which includes Lewiston—the 
Governor’s home city—Congressman 
Edward C. Moran (Dem.), was re- 
elected over Zelma M. Dwinal 
(Rep.) of Camden by more than 
5000. 

Result of 1982 Reversed. 

In the third district—the north- 
eastern counties to the Canadian 
border — former Gov. Ralph O. 
Brewster (Rep.) led Congressman 
John G. Utterback (Dem.) 

Returns from 261 of 273 precincts 
gave Brewster 43,058, Utterback 
40,093. 

Two years ago Utterback won by 
a few hundred votes from Brewster 
in a contest that ended only after 
the national House seated the 
Democrat over the protests of 
Brewster, who alleged fraud in 
some border towns. 

The contest for Governor, which 
overshadowed all other contests ft e- 
cause of the concerted Republican 
campaign against Brann, saw him 
register widespread pluralities. The 
cities practically all went to Brann. 
Portland, which he lost by 700 votes 
two years ago, gave him a 2000 lead 
over Ames. 

Dubord’s supporters, including 
Gov. Brann, indicated they were not 
satisfied that he had been defeated 
and would seek a recount after the 
official figures had been compiled 
a few weeks hence.

SALES TAX DEFEAT 


SURE WITH NEUN 
NOW OPPOSING I 


‘Neumann, Too, Switches 


Because of Opposition of 
Business Men — Measure 


to Be Abandoned. 


PUBLIC HEARING TO 
BE HELD TOMORROW 


Those Who Speak Will Be 
Asked to Recommend 
Substitute Method of 


Raising City Revenue. 


The sales tax was abandoned 
today as a means of meeting the 
city’s pressing fourfold revenue 
problem, with the announcement 
by President Neun of the Board 
of Aldermen (Rep.), and Alderman 
Neumann (Rep.), minority floor 
leader, that they would - vote 
against the tax instead of for it 
as they previously intended. 

This brings to 15 the number of 
members of the board who have 
come out against the bill, which 
was introduced yesterday by the 


| 


special bipartisan Revenue Com- 
mittee. It would take at least 15 
of the 29 members to pass the 
measure. Eleven members, be- 
sides Neun and Neumann, have 
been for the bill, but it is possi- 
ble some of these may change 
their minds. Three have been un- 
decided but at least two of them 
were strongly inclined to oppose 
the sales tax. 

Neun and Neumann changed their 
minds in the face of widespread op- 
position to the sales tax among busi- 
ness men. They said they felt they 
should be responsive to public opin- 
ion. Neumann, as a member of the 
Revenue Committee, voted with the 
four Democrats on the committee to 
propose the sales tax rather than 
an income tax, which was favored 
by the other three Republicans in 
the group. Neun brought about the 
appointment of this committee and 
had pledged himself to support 
whatever it proposed. 

Public Hearing Tomorrow. 

Meeting at noon tomorrow, the 
Board of Aldermer will go through 
the formality of referring the sales 
tax bill to the Legislation Commit- 
tee, which then will conduct a pub- 
lic hearing on it in the aldermanic 
chambers at 1:30 p. m. Alderman 
Petersen, chairman of this com- 
mittee, announced that proponents 
and opponents would be limited to 
one hour each. Alderman Collins, 
chairman of the Revenue Commit- 
tee, said that each opponent of the 
bill speaking at the hearing would 
be asked to recommend some other 
form of taxation to meet the city’s 
needs.

Collins conceded even before the 
announcement of Neun and Neu- 
mann that the sales tax was as 
good as beaten. After final action 
on the proposal is taken he will 
convene the Revenue Committee to 
take up again the problem of find- 
ing more money. He and other 
Members of the board are of the 
opinion the income tax will be re- 
vived as an alternative. Last week 
the committee rejected the income 
tax in favor of the sales tax. 

At the committee’s request, City 
Counselor Hay had prepared for it 
drafts of bills for both a gross in- 
come tax and a net income tax 
as well as the sales tax  biii. 
There has been a iittie incon- 
clusive discussion of an effort to 
Save the sales tax by rediicing the 
initial rate from 2 per cent to 1 per 
cent and possibly by eliminating 
sales of services, leaving the tax 
to apply only on retail sales. As 
introduced, the bill calls for a 2 per 
cent tax for the first year and 1 
per cent for the next two years. 

“The Next Best Bet.” 

Neumann told reporters the in- 
come tax appeared to be the “next 
best bet” in place of the sales tax, 
although “nobody wants any taxes.” 
He added that he had _ received 
nearly 500 letters from residents of 
his Carondelet ward, the Twelfth, 
opposing the sales tax, while only 
one man had favored it. Neun, who 
asserted he had received “thousands 
of letters” protesting against the 
sales tax, has not decided what 
might be substituted for it. He said 
he would have to give the income 
tax a long study. 

Alderman Eilers (Rep.), a mem- 
ber of the Revenue Committee who 
favors the income tax, thinks the 
board will have to adopt it. He 
suggested a tax of about 1 per cent 
on gross incomes, exempting per-

No. 1 lifeboat with 32 persons, two 
of them passengers. 

“What I want to know,” demand- 
ed Dickerson N. Hoover, chief of 
the Department of Commerce in- 
quiry, “why No. 1 boat did not take 
off more passengers.” 

“When I left A deck, there were 


“Anyone down below must 
have burned up. We saw no pas- 
sengers. There were none in 
sight.” 

Abbott said he took the boat on 
orders of the captain, and he be- 
lieved his boat was the third to 
get away from the burning liner. 

U. 8S. Attorney’s Inquiry. 

Three bridge officers and a wiper 
appeared at the Federal Building 
in answer to grand jury subpenas 
in United States Attorney Martin 
Conboy’s investigation of the disas- 
ter. They were Chief Officer Wil- 
liam F. Warns, Acting First Offi- 
cer Clarence C. Hackney, Acting 
Second Officer Ivan Freeman and 
Ellis Beaumont, a wiper. They 
were accompanied by a group of 
attorneys 

All four men, on advise of coun- 
sel,- refused to answer questions 
before being taken to the grand 
jury room.

Chief Engineer’s Testimony. 

Abbott, in beginning his testl- 
mony, said he was asleep when the 
fire started and did not learn of it 
until the alarm sounded around 3 
a. m. Saturday. 

Abbott said engines and genera- 
tors were in “perfect” condition, 
Neither was there anything wrong 
with the motor lifebpats. 

He said the engines were slowed 
during the day but were going full 
speed at the time of the fire. 

“No one wakened you?” asked 
Boiler Inspector James-Smith. “No, 
sir.” 

“What did you do?” “I jumped 
up and got in my clothes and went 
to a deck to see if the hose was 
working. Then I worked my way 
down to B and C decks. I| met 
some of the crew heiping passen- 
gers.

Half of International’s Fae- 
tories Shut Down — Others 


About half of the 34 factories of 
the International Shoe Co. in Mis- 
souri, Illinois and Kentucky have 
been shut down in the last two 
weeks because of lack of business 
and the remainder are operating on 
a four-day week, company officials 
said yesterday. About 18,000 work- 


ers have been affected by the shut- 
downs or curtailment. 

The 14 plants of the Brown Shoe 
Co., employing about 8700 persons, 
in Illinois, Missouri, Tennessee and 
Indiana, also are operating on a 
four-day week. In addition, about 
15 auxiliary factories owned by In- 
ternational and two owned by 
Brown, all producing accessories 
used in shoe manufacture and em- 
ploying about 9000 persons, are 
working on a part-time basis.

42,750 in 8228 Families 
Being Aided — Cost in 
August $200,000. 


Expenditures for relief in St. Louis 
County during August totaled $200,- 
759, Howard M. Slutes, the county 
director, announced today. The fig- 
ure represents the combined cost of 
work and direct relief, for which 
$78,120 and $122,639 was spent, re- 
spectively. 

Three relief organizations now 
have 8228 families under care, or 
about 42,750 individuals, about 19 
per cent of the county’s population. 

The St. Louis County Welfare As- 
sociation, with 7333 families, spent 
$108,000 last month for relief work. 
The Webster Groves Chapter of the 
Red Cross caring for 559 families, 
spent $8500, and the county unit of 
the St. Vincent de Paul, aiding 336 
families, spent $6139. The money 
came from the Federal Emergency 
Relief Administration. 

Employment Given 1600. 

Employment was given to 1600 
men during the month through the 
county branch of the Missouri Em- 
ployment Service. These men, chos- 
en from the relief rolls, worked on 
roads and schools) Money for this 
program also came from the FERA. 

Relief expenditures in St. Louis 
County for the fiscal year just end- 
ed were $2,878,697. This included 
work relief under the CWA, which 
cost $1,547,573. Direct relief costs 
during the year amounted to $1,- 
097,202. Work relief, since the ces- 
sation of the CWA program, has 
cost $233,902. 

Abatement Not Likely. 

Slutes said there seemed little 
chance that the steady increase in 
the number of relief families will 
be abated soon. He estimated that 
10,000 families will be receiving re- 
lief in the county by November. The 
number has been increasing at the 
rate of about 600 famiiles a month, 
due, he believes, to the fact that 
more and more families are reach- 
ing the end of their resources at a 
faster pace than employment con- 
ditions are improving. 

The FERA allotment to St. Louis 
County for relief in September is 
$220,000, of which $155,000 is for di- 
rect relief and $65,000 for work re- 
lief.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—Farm 
leaders have urged the Agricultural 
Adjustment Administration to sub- 
mit to a referendum vote’ among 


to take 8,000,000 to 10,000,000° acres 
out of production. 
This year 12,656,000 acres were 
rented to the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture, the owners receiving benefit 
payments in return. The proposed 
1935 plan would cost upwards of 
$100,000,000 and would be financed 
through continuation of processing 
tax on corn and a smaller tax on 
hogs, although no attempt would 
be made to limit hog numbers as 
was done this year. 
Farm officials will hold regional 
meetings through the mid-Western 
states this week, and the suggested 
program and others will be dis- 
cussed. 
Another proposal advanced by 
farm leaders, officials said, was one 
for a unified grain program for the 
future which would involve control 
of all “basic” grains named in the 
Agricultural Adjustment Act under 
one contract. These grains are 
corn, wheat, flax, barley, rye, and 
sorghums. 
However, it was said that there 
was not sufficient time to develop 
such a broad program this year, al- 
though the groundwork should be 
laid in the series of meetings to be 
held by Farmers’ committees. 
Six-Point Program. 
Besides, it was pointed out that 
wheat will be controlled next year 
through continuation of the original 
wheat contracts. 
The proposal which will be dis- 
cussed at the forthcoming regional 
meetings will contain six points: 

These are: 

1. Corn acreage control of 1935. 

2. Maintenance of corn acreage 
on farms under contract at about 
80 per cent of the 1932-1933 aver- 
age. 

3. Contracted acres to be avail- 
able for hay and pasture. 

4. Moderate processing tax on 
hogs. 

5. No production control of 
livestock, as excess numbers have 
been eliminated and feed control 
should regulate live stock num- 
bers. 

6. Encourage farmers to store 
excess corn.

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TWO CONVICTS KILLED 
IN BREAK AT JOLIET 


Another Wounded, Guard Shot 
When Four Attempt to 
Seize Locomotive. 


By the Associated Press. 

JOLIET, Ill, Sept. 11—A _ rifle 
squad balked the attempt of four 
convicts at Stateville Prison to 
commandeer a locomotive yesterday 
and ram their way through iron 
gates to freedom. 

Two of the prisoners were killed, 
another was injured seriously, the 
fourth captured, and a guard shot. 

The dead: Frank Bellinger, serv- 
ing one to 20 years for robbery 
from Cook County; Fred R. Barry, 
serving one year to life for armed 
robbery, in Cook County. 

The wounded convict is Frank 
Souder of Benton, IIl., serving a life 
term for the kidnaping of James 
- Hackett, Blue Island gambler. He

to the first alarm. Used as a shield 
by the prisoners, Pentosky was 
struck by bullets fired by a detach- 
ment of 20 guards led by Warden 
Whipp. 

The convicts, armed with a six- 
inch knife, first boarded a switch 
engine inside the walls and ordered 
Engineer George Tatron to drive 
his locomotive through the gates. 
Tatron refused, felled one of the 
prisoners with an iron bar and 
shouted for help. 

The convicts started to flee, but 
three of them seized Pentosky, put 
the knife to his back, and used him 
as a shield. The fourth, Donahue, 
ran to one of the gates, but was 
overpowered. 

The three with Pentosky hurried 
to a wall. There the prisoners or- 
dered the guard to call to Guard 
Oliver Ball on the wall to drop a 
rifle. Instead, Pentosky yelled: 
“Don’t throw down a rifle or any- 
thing else.” 

The convicts started across the 
yards and at the corner of cell- 
house E met the squad led by the 
warden. The guards called on the 
convicts to surrender and when 
they refused, a volley was fired.

BOARD UNDECIDED 
ABOUT SUCCESSOR 


Committee of Three to 
Make Recommendation 
—Expected to Go Out- 
side Present Faculty. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
COLUMBIA, Mo., Sept. 11. — 


Walter Williams last night an 
nounced his resignation as president 
of the University of Missouri, clos- 
ing four years of service to the 
school in that capacity. 


His resignation was accepted by 


the board of curators. It is to be 
effective Dec. 31, 1934, “or as soon 
thereafter as my successor assumes 
the duties of the office.” 

Dr. F. A. Middlebush, dean of the 
School of Business and Public Ad- 
ministration, was named to serve 
as Acting President until Dec. 31. 
A committee of three curators will 
be appointed to recommend a suc- 
cessor, 

The curators announced that fol- 
lowing President Williams’ retire- 
ment he will be retained as Dean 
of the School of Journalism, of 
which he was the founder. 

Letter of Resignation. 

His letter read: 

“I hereby tender my resignation 
as president of the University of 
Missouri, effective Dec. 31, 1934, or 
as soon thereafter as my successor 
assumes the duties of the office. I 
resign in order that a younger man 
may be chosen for the responsibili- 
ties of the presidency. 

“I can not resign without ex- 
pressing my thanks to the Board of 
Curators for honoring me during 
these most difficult days with the 
presidency. The days would have 
been more difficult except for the 
support given to the administration 
by the press of Missouri which, 
with unexampled unanimity, has 
aided the university as an institu- 
tion of high public service; by the 
university faculty maintaining the 
university’s position of sound edu- 
cation and constructive research 
and by the administrative staff and 
employes through their loyal self- 
sacrificing co-operation; by loyal 
students and devoted alumni and by 
the intelligent citizenship of Colum- 
bia and Missouri who have rallied 
to the university as its welfare was 
in danger. To all I am deeply 
grateful. 

“The university is about to enter 
on a larger service and I pledge 
my support to my successor as he 
leads this great university into this 
larger service. 

“I hope that my personal rela-

Among those mentioned for the 
presidency is Dr. Mervin Gordon 
Neale, who resigned as dean of the 
School of Education here in 1930 to 
become president of the University 
of Idaho. Another is Dr. Clyde Hill, 
director of the Department of Edu- 
cation at Yale University, who 
eight years ago resigned as presi- 
dent of the State Teachers’ College 
at Springfield. 

The board wants a Missouri-edu- 
cated man other than some one on 
the ‘present faculty, who is suffici- 
enly acquainted with the local sit- 
uation to make an able representa- 
tive of the institution in its appeal 
to the Legislature for funds. 

Neale is a graduate of Missouri, 
with A. B. and A. M. degrees in 
1911 and 1917, while Hill is an 
alumrus of Drury College at Spring- 
field, 

Dean Williams’ retirement as 
president was not unexpected. He 
had been seriously ill for the last 
six menths, making it difficult for 
him to actively manage the affairs 
of the University. Last June, fol- 
lowing his return from a world tour 
in March, he was forced to under- 
go a major operation. Since he has, 
for the most part, been confined 
to his -Fome and has been unable 
to go to his office. Nevertheless, 
he has been directing the affairs 
of the university from his resi- 
dence or the campus, meeting al- 
most daily with his secretary. It 
was at his home yesterday that he 
presented his resignation to the

In a statement the curators said: 

“In tendering his resignation Dr. 
Williams told the board the re- 
linquishing of the large amount 
of detailed work for the next few 
months would enable him to regain 
full health by the time he again 
assumed his duties as dean of the 
School of Journalism. He will con- 
tinue in the meantime to devote his 
entire time to the major educa- 
tional and financial problems of 
the universiy.”

SAYS UNIVERSITY CITY 
NEEDS SEWER SYSTEM 


G. W. Foster at Meeting As- 
serts Present One Was Built 
for Town of 7000. 


A mass meeting, the first of a 
series to be held in behalf of the 
proposed $5,878,000 bond issue for 
sanitary sewers in St. Louis Coun- 
ty, .7as held last night at Jackson 
Park School, University City. 


Voters of the district, vhich com- 
prises most of the populous areas 
of the county, will pass on the 
bond issue at an election Sept. 25 
and will also elect three trustees to 
supervise expenditures. Twenty- 
seven candidates have filed for the 
three places on the board of trus- 
tees. Yesterday was last filing day. 

George W. Foster of University 
City, a mem)r of the speakers’ 
bureau of the committee sponsoring 
the sewer district, was chairman 
of last night’s meeting and pre- 
sented arguments favoring inclu- 
sion in the district of University 
City, where opposition has de- 
veloped on the ground the city al- 
ready has sewers. 

Declaring that 46 per cent of Uni- 
versity City is unseweréd, Foster 
said that if that city did not partici- 
pate in the county sewer district 
plan, it would have to negotiate 
with St. Louis for use of the St. 
Louis River des Peres sewer, which 
drains most of the suburb. In this 
event, he went on, St. Louis would 
demand an appreciably '  bigher 
amount for outlet service and would 
be justified in this demand. 

Built for Town of 7000. 

“In 1923, when the evidence of 
our potential growth was discern- 
ible but not yet apparent as to its 
real magnitude, the University City 
engineering department designed 
and built a trunk line sewer ade- 
quate for our immediate needs and 
such added needs as might have 
been reasonably projected on the 
basis of our previous growth at a 
rate of a few hundred persons a 
year,” he said. 

The one physical condition that 
dictated the construction of a tem- 
porary system in 1923, Foster said, 
was the foreseen construction of 
the River Des Peres sewer in St. 
Louis, which, under the proposed 
bond issue, will furnish a perfect 
outlet sewer for University City. 
The 1923 sewer, then adequate for 
7000 persons, could not, by political 
decree, be declared adequate for 
the present population of 29,000, he 
said. 

“Piece-meal] attempts at solution,” 
he said, “will not accomplish the 
end for which so much money has 
already been spent but will perpetu- 
ate the grave danger of an epidemic 
of filth-borne disease from areds be- 
yond our own borders, now poten- 
tially amenable to our joint con- 
trol, but long removed from such 
if this bond issue fails. 

“After studying the proposed 
plan, I am convinced that it is 
equitable, sound and economical. In 
my studied opinion, the cost under 
the general district plan is lower 
than we could obtain by separate 
negotiation with the city of St. 
Louis for an outlet Most important 
of all, participation will insure us 
for all time to come against the 
offense and menace of the contin- 
uation of the unspeakably vile con- 


ditions prevailing throughout the 
whole district.” 

Foster conciliated the University 
City opposition, stating that “this 
depression has been a literal hell on 
wheels for most of us, and we can 
be forgiven if the daily worries and 
privations have warped our sound 
perspective.”

10 COTTON GROWERS 


Commodity Credit Corporation 
to Advance From 11 to 
12 Cents a Pound. 


The terms on which producers 
may obtain loans on their cotton 
were announced yesterday by the 
Commodity Credit Corporation, a 
branch of the Reconstruction Fi- 
‘nance Corporation, with St. Louis 
offices in the Federal Reserve 
Bank Building. 

Only producers who have signed 
cotton acreage agreements’ with 
the Government are eligible. Loans 
are from 11 to 12 cents per pound 
and mature July 31, 1935, with the 
‘ holders of notes reserving the priv- 
ilege of declaring them due when 
cotton of the grade to be accepted 
as security reaches 15 cents a 
pound on the New Orleans market. 

Interest will be 4 per cent. Loans 
May be made by banks, co-opera- 
tive marketing associations, inde- 
pendent lending agencies or by the 
Commodity Credit Corporation at 
its offices. The Commodity Credit 
Corporation will purchase the notes 
from the bank which made the loan 
at a 3% per cent interest rate, or 
at a 2% per cent rate from banks 
which have purchased the notes 
from the original lending agency. 

Loan applications must be filled 
out on a form furnished by the 
Government. They will be granted 
only on nc¢gotiable insured ware- 
house receipts for the cotton, cer- 
tified as to its grade and staple by 
the warehouse. The lending agen- 
cy is not allowed to make deduc- 
tions for interest, commission, 
storage or insurance.

METAL, MUCH LIKE 
RADIUM, ISOLATED 


Tenement 


Proactinium Shown Before 
Chemical Society — Costs 
$1,000,000 an Ounce.

CLEVELAND, Sept. 11. — The 
rarest metal on earth—worth more 
than $1,000,000 an ounce—was ex- 
hibited yesterday before the Amer- 
ican Chemical Society by an as- 
sistant chemistry professor who an- 
nounced the first isolation of pro- 
actinium. 

A. V. Brosse brought from the 
University of Chicago one-tenth of 
,& gram of the metal, which he suc- 
' ceeded in isolating a week ago after 
years of work. Hard and silvery, it 
clung to a fine, one-inch thread of 
tungsten-like droplets of mercury. 

The metal emits the same kind 
of alpha, beta and gamma rays as 
radium, and Dr. Brosse said its 
gamma rays, which are the ones 
used in medicine, would penetrate 
lead more deeply than those of ra- 
dium. The alpha rays, which are 
fast-traveling particles, fly farther 
than similar particles from radium. 

But proactinium does not give off 
nearly as many rays as radium. It 
has a “half-life” of 32,000 years, 
which means that in that period it 
will radiate away half of its metal- 
lic substance. Radium, in contrast, 
has a “half-life” of 1600 years. 

The difference in rate promises 
to make possible medical experi- 
ments with the new metal that are 
too dangerous with the faster-act- 
ing radium. 

This tenth of a gram on a thread 
is all the proactinium which could 
be squeezed chamically out of a ton 
of ore. It cost $5000. At the same 
rate an ounce would cost $1,250,000. 
The ore is pitchblende, the same ma- 
terial from which radium is ob- 
tained. Dr. Grosse said his experi- 
ments indicated there was even 
less proactinium in pitchblende than 
radium. 

The pitchblende was waste, from 
which the radium already had been 
extracted. Dr. Brosse obtained three 
tons of this waste from Czecho-Slo- 
vakia. He was aided by Hiram J. 
Holle of the Universal Oil Products 
Co., near Chicago. 

The silvery material in the re- 
maining two tons will be extracted 
as rapidly as possible. 

An immediate goal is to get actin- 
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ium from this proactinium. The lat- 
ter, because it is radioactive, will 
in time change into actinium. Then 
it will go on down the disintegra- 
tion scale through several other 
changes until it finishes as lead. 


There never has been any pure 
actinium in the world and recently 
the Curies in Paris tried for it in 
the belief that it may be medically 
valuable. Actinium is more radio- 
active than proactinium. 

The properties of both have been 
known because scientists had ex- 
tracted them down to their “salts,” 
that is, in compounds sufficiently 
potent to learn what the hidden 
metals might do. 

Proactinium is number 91 in the 
list of 92 known chemical elements 
in the world. The number means 


that its atoms are heavier than any- 
thing else except those of element 
92, which is uranium. Whether pro- 
actinium will outweigh lead on the 
scales will dep2nd on its density: 
that is, how closely its heavy atoms 
are packed.

Is Football ‘Passing’? Out? 


O many “passing” innovations 

have been introduced into col- 
lege football in recent years that 
the old boys with the gray polls, 
who imbibed their gridiron 
knowledge in the nineties, are 
wondering if the old game isn’t 
about to pass out. 

So far as the style of football 
they saw and learned is concerned 
much has been deleted or altered 
materially. 

Three changes will enhance the 
hand and diminish the foot in the 
grand old game, this séason. 

Passes are invited by that 
change in the rules which delays 
the assessment of a five-yard 
penalty for successive downs 
from the second to the third repe- 
tition. 

Another rule permits a second 
try to pass across the goal line, 
before the ball goes to the enemy 
on the 20-yard line, as the result 
of a touchback.

To make it more certain that 
passing is now the main element 
of attack, the circumference of 
the ball itself has been reduced 
by half an inch, to facilitate the 
gripping of the pigskin for throw- 


ing purposes.

Not Much “Kick’’ in It? 


HERE can hardly be a doubt 

that these innovations will 
result in a barrage of footballs 
flying through the air propelled 
by hand, however, and not the 
foot. 

For those who like passing, 
the changes will prove a decided 
uplift. For those who think that 
the boot puts a lot of kick in the 
ola game, more passing will be 
a pain in the neck. To them foot- 
ball is becoming more and more 
a game of field basketball. 

Even the change in the shape 
of the football, experts are now 
saying, will make the kicking art 
more difficult. The new shape is 
harder to boot, early experimen- 
ters have asserted.

However, the game is still a 
pretty good thriller. There is 
plenty of running to enliven the 
spectators; more thought and at- 
tention to detail are given to plays 
than ever before; and there is 
quite as much shock and severity 
in the play as in the days before 
armor, when a football star was 
known by the length of his hair. 

As for kicking, while that has 
been greatly subordinated, some 
teams have utilized it defensively 
to great advantage, among them 
the great teams _ representing 
Michigan in recent years. 

The principal kicking loss is 
the disappearance of the drop 
kick and in the infrequent use of 
goals from the field, due to the 
moving back of the goal posts. 

The alteration in the game this 
year is likely to be reflected not 
merely in the increase of forward 
passing plays, but the reduction 
of running plays from scrimmage 
as well.

BERLIN, Sept. 11.—All importa- 
tions into Germany were declared 
subject to State control today 


when Dr. Fritz Sarnow, represent- 
ing Hjalmar Schacht, economy dic- 
tator, outlined “Schacht’s new plan” 
designed to save the Government’s 
depleted currency reserves through 
the restriction of imports.

T IS a known fact that some of our

wasn't long before the 10 per cent re- 
duction in salaries of the city employes 
was resto.ed. 

What business could successfully sur- 
vive by taking efficient, qualified em- 
ploves and having them replaced by those 
that are inefficient and fully unqualified? | 
In this connection, the civil service is 
nothing more than a smoke screen. 

The Legislature enacted a law to speed 


up collections by the various collectors.

OUR GROWING AIR TRAFFIC. 

Like the automobile, the airplane has triumphed 
over the depression. It is growing bigger and faster, 
The volume of its traffic is increasing. American air 
lines carried 456,235 passengers in 1933, as against 
165,236 in 1929 and 5782 in 1926. 

When Lindbergh flew across the Atlantic, to give 
American aviation the awakening it needed, the Unit- 
ed States was last in the air among the great com- 
mercial nations. Within five years we had over- 
taken Germany, which led the world. In the years 
since then, despite the worst depression the country 
has ever known, we have surpassed all the other na- 
tions in the development of commercial aviation. The 
French and the Russians lead us in military aviation, 
but nowhere else are the mails and passengers Car- 
ried so swiftly and comfortably as they are in the 
United States. 

What is happening at the St. Louis airport epito- 
mizes the development of air traffic in the nation. 
The Transcontinental and Western Air, the so-called 
Lindbergh line, is just putting into transcontinental 
service the Douglas airliner, successor to the tri- 
motored Ford. The Fords established our transconti- 
nental air service. With a cruising speed of 120 
miles an hour, and carrying 12 passengers, they 
crossed the continent in slightly more than 24 hours. 
The twin-motored Douglas planes make about 200 
miles an hour, carry 14 passengers and make the 
transcontinental crossing in 16 to 18 hours. Mean- 
while, short flights between cities in the Mississippi 
Valley have become the fastest in the world. The 
new Vultee 1-A Transport plane, which has just been 
placed in the service between St. Louis,and Chicago 
by American Airlines, has a speed of 235 miles an 
hour and makes a non-stop run in 89 minutes. The 
same planes fly between St. Louis and Fort Worth, 
Tex., in less than five hours. 

The acceleration of air travel is one of the phe- 
nomena of our times. Within the past year the all- 
daylight flying schedule has béen introduced between 
the Atlantic and the Pacific. Within the past fort- 
night the Pan-American Airways placed a new type 
of plane in service between the United States and 
Latin America. On its return from a maiden voyage 
to Buenos Aires, one of these planes left Port of 
Spain, Trinidad, at 4:10 a. m., flew 1900 miles entire- 
ly across the Caribbean and the Gulf of Mexico, and 
landed 15 passengers off Miami, Fla., at 5:14 p. m. 
of the same day. 

Writing in Today, John Goldstrom, an authority on 
aviation, says regular airplane travel across the 
North Atlantic is fast coming. He expects that the 
pioneers will be the Germans. First to make a not- 
able safety record in air trangport, the celebrated 
Lufthansa lines have now extended their operation 
to the Orient and South America, and Mr. Goldstrom 
says they will next cross the North Atlantie. 

It is inevitable that a new form of transportation 
should have its mishaps. The airplanes have their 
mishaps.. So do ships at sea. So do the railroads. So 
does the automobile. The airplane is becoming every 
day safer. Its development is so rapid that in some 
instances orders for planes have been canceled before 
they could be built. They became obsolete before all 
of them could be turned out. 

The number of passenger miles per fatality in the 
air is rapidly rising. It rose from 4,262,746 in June 
1931, to 38,321,196 in June, 1933. When the aviator 
is able to find his way through fog and storm, as 
he surely will, the volume of air traffic will increase 
by leaps and bounds. Our own generation has had 
to bear the brunt of experiment. Even had this not 
been true, it could not be so entirely air-minded as 
the next generation will be. The next generation will 
find air travel a commonplace. 

Meanwhile, we have conquered the air. 
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A BOW TO ALMA MATER. 

In the sordid philosophy of'the statisticians, every- 
thing has its price tag. The latest intangible to be 
reduced to terms of market value is the college edu- 
cation. It is placed at $92,000, the result being ar- 
rived at by divers calculations as to earning capacity 
and length of productive years. 

The college graduate, like wine, finds time an ally, 
instead of a Nemesis. Where the other fellow reaches 
his peak at 50 and then begins to slip, your bachelor 
of arts goes on in crescendo, ripening into full bloom 
at 60, and thence onward at a steady gait until the 
door swings into forever or no more. 

How accurate such reckoning may be, stitched as 
it indubitably is with speculation and empirical de- 
ductions, we are unable, of course, to say. But may 
it not be suggested that the worth of a college edu- 
cation flows into vistas and dimensions somewhat be- 
yond the compass of an adding machine? What of 
the plumes and banners of culture in which the aca- 
demic experience is traditionally arrayed? May a 
dollar sign be prefixed to the attainments popularly 
vested in a degree? Can a pragmatic yardstick mea- 
sure the conscious superiority of the fortunate ones 
who roam under starry skies with the great Greeks, 
on whom the epics of Homer or the tragedies of Eu- 
ripides bestow a companionship the disciples of Croe- 
sus may never know? 

The wit of Aristophanes rippling through Aspa- 
sia’s salon makes the wisecracks of a cocktail hour 
banal and trite. Catullus, even after the centuries, 
stands Hollywood on its empty head. Is there a more 
engaging adventure than pursuing the gerundive in 
Tacitus or watching Horace nimbly skip from fervid 
protasis to triumphant apodasis? Are there not 
brighter, bluer distances in Euclid than intrepid 
eyes have beheld in the stratosphere? 

The sheepskin is the golden fleece, priceless and 
non-assessable. 
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THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT RATIO. 

Those Democratic politicians were grievously 
wrong. A poll of the Highway Department’s employed 
personnel shows the followers of Thomas Jefferson 
outnumber the Hamiltonians by almost two to 
one. To be exact, 65 per cent of the highway toilers 
believe profoundly in states’ rights, while only 35 
per cent are committed to a strong centralized gov- 
ernment. The suspicion of the Democratic politicians 
that the department’s payroll mostly went into Re- 
publican pockets is without foundation in fact. It is 
an error, a solecism, a misapprehension. It just 
“ain't so.” 

Is the ratio, as revealed by the canvass, fair and 
just? Is it right and proper that more than a third 
of those jobs should be filled by Republicans when 
the woods are filled with deserving Democrats, who, 
if patriotically appealed to, would waive personal 
considerations and step into the breach—Democrats. 
you know, who would make any sacrifice the party 
might ask? 

That is a question the inarticulate private citizen 


cannot answer. It is a point for an expert to pass 
on. Have we an expert in our midst to whom it may 
be referred? To our best knowledge and belief, we 
have. Will Chief Justice Pendergast of our Supreme 
Court of Politics graciously render an opinion? 
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PRESIDENT WILLIAMS’ RETIREMENT. 

Walter Williams was called to the President’s of- 
fice at the University of Missouri at a doubly trying 
time. Differences over administration policy had 
kept the campus in a state of upset for several years. 
The business crash had come only a few months be- 
fore. Applying himself calmly and _ diplomatically, 
yet none the less firmly, to ‘both situations, he re- 
stored the University to an even keel and directed 
the program formulated to meet the problems grow- 
ing out of the depression. While his four-year period 
as head of the State University must be eounted 
among the shorter administrations, it has already 
taken its place as one of the most notable in the 
University’s span of almost a century. 

All who know Walter Williams personally, and 
thousands who do not but are acquainted with his 
work, will wish him restored health and the oppor- 
tunity to continue an active interest in the Univer- 
sity and the School of Journalism which he created 
and which has become known the world over. 

One of Missouri’s first citizens has stepped down 
from a high post to make way for a younger man. 
It is an announcement which will be received with 
deep regret throughout Missouri; in Santiago and 
Shanghai, in Rome and Melbourne and many another 


far-flung place. 
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MARKING OUR HISTORIC SITES. 

The Midwest’s neglect of its historic sites has often 
been remarked. Critics compare our attitude unfa- 
vorably with that of Eastern regions and of the Old 
World, where relics of the past are matters of both 
public and official concern. St. Louis now is to be- 
come more consciously aware of its interesting past, 
as the result of a campaign being conducted by the 
Young Men’s Division of the Chamber of Commerce. 

This group added to its previous efforts last week 
by placing bronze markers on five of the city’s 
landmarks, or their sites. Historic events are suit- 
ably commemorated in this way, and the present 
generation is brought closer to the lives of its fore- 
bears. The old court-house is known to all, but the 
ancient structure’s past glories are revived by a no- 
tation that it was the scene of the Dred Scott trial 
in 1847. St. Louis’ educational pioneer, Susan Blow, 
was honored by a marker on the Des Peres School, re- 
minding that here, in 1873, she founded the first 
successful kindergarten in the country. The old 
National Hotel, host to Webster and Lincoln, was on 
the list. Likewise, the Lindell Hotel site, where 
President Johnson, Gen. Grant, Admiral Farragut 
and Gen. Hancock were guests on one day in 1866. 
The Indian council ground, where William Clark ne 
gotiated with the red men, also was marked.

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THE REAL CASE AGAINST LIPSTICK. 

Another count in the long indictment against lip 
stick comes from Portland, Ore., whére the City 
Health Department is complaining of beer mugs 
stained with the stuff and bartenders are moaning 
that it won’t come off short of heroic treatment with 
chemicals. 

Well, that comes under the misdemeanors, to be 
punished accordingly. But the capital case against 
lipstick—the crime that should send it to Alcatraz— 
is the highly embarrassing and absolutely incriminat- 
ing evidence it supplies of osculatory encounters. 
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FLY IN THE OINTMENT. 

One of the by-products of limitation of cotton pro- 
duction in the South is crop diversification. .A re- 
port of the Department of Agriculture shows that 
cotton cultivation in Texas for 1934, as a regult of 
the Federal curtailment program, declined about 
2,000,000 acres. Something like 1,000,000 of these 
acres were planted in wheat. Acreage devoted to 
corn increased 271,000 acres; to oats, 357,000; to bar- 
ley, 34,000. 

For many years, the desirability of crop diversi- 
fication has been preached to Southern cotton farm- 
ers, who, ordinarily, prefer to plant all possible acre- 
age in cotton, gambling on a good price for it. This 
has led to great distress in years when cotton was 
cheap, besides tending to exhaust the soil by suc- 
cessive plantings. Many Southern farmers even neg- 
lect gardens and buy their food in cans. 

So, if the crop curtailment program results in 
converting cotton farmers to diversification, thus 
making them more self-sufficient and improving the 
quality of the soil, well and good. 

The fly in the ointment is that many farmers, in- 
stead of turning from cotton to the production of 
food and feed consumable on their farms, have turned 
to other cash crops. Thus, farmers in Texas resort 
to wheat production on land they are paid to take 
out of cotton production, and thereby nullify in part 
the Government’s program in such states as Kansas, 
where vast sums are being spent to reduce wheat 
production. And presumably, if it were possible to 
grow cotton in Kansas, Kansas farmers would be de- 
voting their contracted wheat acres to it. 

So another flaw is discovered in the AAA policies, 
which, however perfect on paper, are far from that 
when run through the sieve of human nature.

MR. GIFFEN’S LETTER. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


READ with interest in the Post-Dispatch 
| of Aug. 15 the article by former Judge 

Arthur V. Lashly on the reform of crim- 
inal law. Mr. Lashly regrets that in this 
line little or nothing has been done by the 
Missouri Legislature, though repeatedly pe- 
tioned by (so-called) progressive associa- 


tions. 
* * . 


Are we certain that the changes sought 
are desirable? Are they new or are the 
changes asked for a return to ways long ago 
tried and long ago given’ up? The Judge 
complains that the State is not permitted to 
take a deposition of a witness, while the 
defendant may do so. How is it possible to 
avoid this without violating the right of 
meeting the witnesses face to face, a right 
for which men struggled long? . Again, the 
jurist complains that the defendant may ap- 
peal while the State cannot. No matter how 
clearly the verdict may be against the evi- 
dence; no matter that the verdict may fol- 
low an erroneous instruction, the State can- 
not appeal if the defendant is found not 
guilty. How can this be avoided unless the 
defendant is to be tried over and over again, 
instead of being secure in his right to be put 
in jeopardy only once? 

In some states (in Nebraska, for many 
years) the State IS allowed the right of re- 
view for the guidance of the courts in future 
cases; that is, the prosecutor may take the 
case up just to see whether the trial court 
was right or not. But it does not disturb 
the judgment of acquittal. Of course nut. 
That this right of appeal has protected so- 
ciety in Nebraska is not noticeable. 

The law forbids the prosecutor to com- 
ment on the failure of the defendant to tes- 
tify-in his own behalf. For long years, he 
was not permitted to do so. Then lawyers 
told the jury how he could no doubt explain 
the whole matter if the law had not sealed 
his lips. To allow the prosecutor to comment 
upon his failure to testify would almost, if 
not entirely, destroy his right not to give 
evidence against himself. His failure to tes- 
tify has weight enough with the average 
jury when the prosecutor says nothing 
about it. 

As to the court commenting on the evi- 
dence, it took long years to grow away 
from that. Some states still allow Judges 
to do so. Is society better protected in Penn- 
Sylvania, where this is the custom, than in 
states where it is not allowed? I doubt it 
very much. 

« * * 

The most unfair trial I have heard in 
nearly 50 years of practice was in a Feder! 
Court where the Judge commented on the 
evidence. He stated the law clearly and 
correctly on every proposition, then followed 
it with this: “But what, gentlemen, are the 
facts? What is the weight of the evidence”? 
And he then proce: ded to make a strong 
argument for the piaintiff. Following that: 
“But the facts are for you, gentlemen, not 
for the court; I'm simply stating the matter 
as it appears to me.’ Lord Jeffreys could 
not beat that when arguing for the Crown. 
I am glad to believe there are but few such 
Judges, but let us not think they are all 
dead. Let us be careful lest in our efforts 
to reform we do not go backward and de- 
stroy the most sacred rights and privileges 
of men.

MR. LASHLY’S REPLY. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


A letter from your correspondent, W. W. 
Giffen of Guthrie, Ok., commenting upon 
excerpts from my radio address over Station 
KSD, published in the Post-Dispatch on Aug. 
15, 1934, is an excellent example of the 
stock arguments usually made against any 
changes in the laws of criminal procedure. 

In my article, to which Mr. Giffen refers 
I outlined a number of proposed changes, 
but in his letter he refers to only three, 
namely, (1) the proposal to allow the State 
the right of appeal or review in case of 
acquittal of the defendant; (2) the proposal 
to permit the State to take depositions of 
witnesses, which right is now allowed to the 
defendant but denied to the State; and (3) 
the proposal to change the rule which de- 
nies the prosecutor the right to comment 
upon the failure of the defendant to take 
the stand in his own behalf. 

In addition to these three proposals, the 
correspondent mentions another, namely, the 
proposal to permit trial Judges to comment 
to the jury upon the evidence. 

* * 

These proposed changes are vigorously 
opposed by your correspondent upon the 
general grounds that the defendant would 
thereby be deprived of rights “for which 
men long struggled,” as though the unfair 
advantages now enjoyed by the accused 
were fundamental rights which had been 
wrung from the tyrant and brought down 
to us from the common law. 

As an appeal to the emotions, that sounds 
very well, but it will not bear the light of 
the facts. For example, your correspondent 
crgues against giving the State the right of 
appeal where the defendant is acquitted bv 
the jury, notwithstanding he may have been 
acquitted as a result of errors in instruc- 
tions by the trial court, perjury on the part 
of witnesses, corruption of jurors, or ‘any 
of such causes. He claims that to give the 
State the right to appeal would mean that 
the defendant could be “tried over and 
again, instead of being secure in his right 
to be put in jeopardy only once.” One of the 
most eminent jurists in this country has 
expressed himself in Opposition to this view. 
Former Justice Holmes of the United States 
Supreme Court has always been regarded as 
an outstanding champion of individual lib- 
erties, yet on this very question he has this 
to say: 

At the present time in this country, 
there is more danger that criminals will] 
escape justice than they will be subject- 
ed to tyranny. * * * It is more pertinent 
to observe, it seems to me, that logically 
and rationally a man cannot be said to 
be more than once in jeopardy in the 
Same cause, however often he may be 
tried. * * * There is no rule that a man 
may not be tried twice in the same case. 
It has been decided in this court that he 
may be tried a second time, even for his 
life, if the jury disagree, or, notwith- 
standing their agreement and verdict, if 
the verdict is set aside on the prisoner’s 
exceptions. He even may be tried on a 
new indictment if the judgment on the 
first is arrested upon motion. If a stat- 
ute should give the right to take excep- 
tions to the Government, I believe it 
would be impossible to maintain that 
the prisoner would be protected by the 
Constitution from being tried again. 
He no more would be put in jeopardy 


a second time when retried because of 
a mistake of law in his favor, than he 
would be when retried for a mistake 
that did him harm. : 3 
Justice Holmes, by the foregoing language.” 
expresses it as his belief that, if a sta‘ute .

HISTORY TOLD IN RADIO TALK 


The Rev. John J. Butler Is Speak- 
er; Group Started as 
Debating Body. 
The Rev. John J. Butler, presi- 
dent of the Catholic Charities of 
St. Louis, described charitable ac- 
tivities of the Society of St. Vin- 
cent de Paul in a radio address yes- 
terday and told how it was organ- 
ized as a debating society by stu- 
dents at the University of Paris 
in 1833. 
Soon after it was founded the 
society developed into a charitable 
organization, he said, when its 
members began visiting and aiding 
needy families.

ments were heard with deepest re-

“Ascorbic acid,” or vitamin C, like 
quinine, which destroys the mala- 
ria germ, is most effective when 
injected directly into the veins, al- 
though, like quinine, the new drug 
is useful, although less effective, 
when taken by mouth. 

The “ascorbic” or anti-scorbutic 
acid, without which, supplied _ in 
fruits and vegetables, sailors died 
of scurvy, is apparently the same 
as vitamin C. 

Having convinced himself that 
lack of activity in the adrenal 
glands caused Addison's disease, 
which makes the human skin turn 
brown and blotchy, he made innu- 
merable experiments, which includ- 
ed testing tons of adrenal glands 
of oxen in the Chicago Stockyards. 
He was generously assisted, finan- 
cially, by the Josiah Mack Foun- 
dation, an American philanthropy. 

After working for a year in the 
United States, in securing only 24 
grams of the precious ascorbic sub- 
stance, he returned to Hungary, and 
there, in his native Hungarian 
paprika, he found all the ascorbic 
he wanted. 

Perhaps Hungarians have been 
saving themselves from many ill- 
nesses by using paprika so freely.

HEN the following hand was 
W visyea recently, in a ten-table 

duplicate, East, with a dia- 
mond opening, had no trouble in 
making four no trumps. When West 
played the hand the going was a 
trifle rockier, but all the Wests, 
with the exception of one, succeed- 
ed in bringing home the contract. 
That one ts st#l bewatling his hard 
luck, 


West is the dealer. As the cards 
lie, East should be the declarer at 
no trumps, but with a different dis- 
tribution it would be equally ad- 
vantageous to have West the de- 
clarer. If West decides to open the 
bidding with one club, East will 
naturally respond with one spade 
and West will Wid one no trump, 
which East will raise to three. If 
West passes, East will bid one 
spade; and West either two no 
trumps or two clubs. If he bids two 
clubs East will bid two hearts, thus 


forcing no trumps into the West 
hand, anyway. 

East became the declarer at two 
tables, because he opened the bid- 
ding with one club. West naturally 
bid three clubs and East was for ed 
to bid three no trumps. 

The unfortunate West who failed 
to make his contract got the 
thoughtful lead of the juck of dia- 
monds from North. © One can 
hardly blame the decjarer for duck- 
ing the trick in dujnmmy, but to win 
with the queen was an error in 
judgment. He should have held off 
one round in order to guard against 
a short-swit opening and a five- 
card diamond suit in South’s hand. 
South carelessly dropped the seven- 
spot on his partner’s opening lead, 
which confirmed West’s suspicions 
—suspictons that came a trifle too 


‘late. 


hocking the stable door after the 
horse was stolen, West made what 
practically amounted to a double 
dummy play in order to keep North 
out of the lead.

The natural place to start is 
breakfast, and the natural begin- 
ning is fruit. It does not make 
much difference what fruit. A half

fruit is an essential part of a nat- 


for its roughage—and “buffer” 
value—and its role in stimulating 
the appetite. 

To begin with, let us put up a 
scoreboard for ali our natural foods. 
The scoreboard has a place for all 
the necessary parts of a diet. The 
three basic food elements first. The 


builder protein. Second, the min- 
erals—sodium, iron, phosphorus and 
calcium. And then some require- 
ments for digestion—roughage and 
general digestibility. 


How do we score the orange” The 
whole fruit is a little better than 
orange juice because the pulp is 
good roughage. If you are one of 
those individuals with an irritable 
‘digestive tube, stick to the juice. 
The main contribution of the orange 
to nutrition is in the form of carbo- 
| hydrate—its fruit sugar. In an av- 
,erage orange there are about 15 
grams of carbohydrate; so in one- 
half orange 7% grams, making 
about 30 calories of the 2000 we 
need for the day.

Lack of Medical 
Attention May Be 
Harmful to Child 


By Mrs. Brooke P. Church 


T IS said that in China a doctor 
| used to be paid to keep his pa- 

tients well, and lost his salary at 
the first sign of illness among his 
employers. Like so many Chinese 
customs, this one seems to be based 
on common sense. An ounce of 
prevention is always better than a 
pound of cure. 

But the independence of the west 


impossible in the occidental civii- 
zation, 
doctors take absolute control of the 
family’s well-being. It is, then, on 
the parents that the burden of pre- 
cautionary measures must fall. 

It has become to some extent 
customary to have Babies examined 
periodically, and schools and col- 
leges have assumed the task of 
checking up on their pupils and at 
least acting as advisory boards to 
the families. Sometimes they are 
able even to insist on certain treat- 
ments, such as inoculations. 

The child who is forgotten is the 
toddler. He no longer needs spe- 
cial diets prescribed by a physician, 
nor is he under school supervision 


and so the important years from 
two to six are frequently neg- 
lected from the medical side. 

The harm which may occur dur- 
ing those years is very great, and 
many children’ suffer from it 
through life. Undernourishment, 


wrong diet, poor posture, eye and 
tooth defects may all have their 
beginning during these critica] 
years when the child is making his 
greatest effort at adjustment to the 
world he lives in. 

Nothing should be allowed to in- 
terfere with regular physical ex- 
aminations of the toddler. In his 
absorption with the amazing world 
he is learning to know, he often 
fails to attract attention to his own 
ailments until the time for proper 
preventive measures has passed.
